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WAR NOTICES 
Previous R.A.M.C. Service and Present Rank 


As the accuracy of the statement which appeared in the 
Supplement of March i6 (p. 35) concerning the rank to 
be accorded to these medical practitioners who held com- 
missions in the R.A.M.C. in the last war and reached the 
substantive rank of captain or higher has been questioned, 
the following statement has been obtained from the War 
Office. This ought to clarify the position of those con- 
cerned. 

All practitioners who held commissions in the R.A.M.C. 
in the last war and who reached the substantive rank of 
captain or higher, and in respect of whom there was no 
adverse report, will be granted the acting rank of captain 
as from the date of joining in the present emergency, 
with the pay and allowances of such rank as from the 
same date. Paid acting rank of captain is confirmed into 
temporary rank after the officer has served three months 
in that rank. There has inevitably been some delay in the 
granting of such acting rank because it has been neces- 
sary to scrutinize the records of all those who claim 
previous service in the R.A.M.C, in the last war. This 
scrutiny has now been completed, and the alteration in 
the rank of the officers concerned will be notified in Com- 
mand Orders at an early date, if indeed this has not 
already been effected. It should be appreciated that the 
rank is acting rank and will not be published in the 
London Gazette. Anyone who is not accorded the rank 
to which he believes himself to be entitled under this 
arrangement should communicate with his commanding 
officer.

Conscription of the Profession 


Sir,—I am sure all practitioners in middle life will feel 
they wish to thank Dr. Frewen Moor for writing the most 
practical, common-sense letter it has yet been my pleasure to 
see on compulsion for doctors (Supplement, March 23, p. 38). 

The case he so ably puts applies not only to compulsory 
service but to other schemes, such as compulsory savings, and 
to increased income tax. The doctor is faced with so many 
expenses which he cannot cut down. In my own case repay- 
ments on the loan for my practice, plus interest, plus paying 
income tax on the loan, and the premiums on policies I was 


obliged to take out to cover the loan come to £625 a year; 
my rent and rates to £175, and my drug bills to £100; my 
car, even now that I cycle when I can, costs £80; so that 
you have a total of £980 expenses which | cannot cut down. 
There remains my family to feed and clothe, and there used 
to be a littl for a summer holiday—the last income-tax 
increase took that. If there should be another increase it will 
mean going short of actual necessities. 

I am sure mine is no unusual case. Nearly every other 
worker has been given a rise to meet the greatly increased 
cost of things, but it would appear that the panel remunera- 
tion, which even in peacetime was too low, is to remain the 
same. The B.M.A. must realize the plight of hundreds of 
doctors in my position, and act. The doctor's income is often 
high on paper, and brings him into heavy taxation, while no 
one seems to realize that more than half of it may be 
morigaged. The case of the younger practitioners and their 
hardships is too often ignored by the B.M.A.—I am, etc.,
